Sebastopol and the British Graves. 
.At n.bou.1 ~ p- we passed tlie scene of 
the famous battle of Alma, "»'' al about I 
p. m. Avc wore making the detour necessary 
tor entrance into the harbor of Sebastopol. 
A scene of more utter desolation and ruin 
can scarcely be pictured lo the imagina- 
tion than that which here met the eye. The 
stones of the forts on the right hand side, 
which had been blown up, seemed pulveri- 
sed by the forceof the explosion : while, on 
tha left hatfd, Forts Constantino and 
Michael still looked proud defiance, as 
when they laughed to scorn the efforts of 
the Allied Fleet. Not even the marks of 
the shots remain, and nothing now attests 
their having been attacked but the smoke, 
which, driven back from their own heavy 
guns, discolored one part of the walls. In 
passing up the harbor here and there pro- 
tecting portions of the sunken vessels are 
still visible, a portion ol the mainmast ol 
the Twelve Apostles being particularly con- 
spicuous. Several vessels have, however, 
been raised by the American engineers, 
who are still Successfully :lt work. Their 
plan of procedure is quite simple. Divers 
are first sent down to pass chains fore and 
aft under the vessel. These are attached 
to dry docks, or large square boxes, divided 
by a partition into two chambers. The 
chambers next the sunken vessels are then 
emptied of the water winch pressed them 
down into the other chambers remote trorn 
the vessel, and thus, as the chambers next 
the sunken ship are. buoyed up, the latter is 
raised a little, when she is tugged by a 
steamer into shallower water. The opera- 
tion is then again repeated until the vessel 
is rendered completely accessible. 

The aspect ol Motown, after landing, is 
exceedingly dismal ; roofless houses in all 
directions meet the oye. Some walls are 
shattered by cannon-balls, and others ol 
stronger build retaining tiiti balls still firmly 
embedded in the stonework. In the streets 
which have not been inhabited since the 
siege all is one mass of debris. Pillars 
winch once foimed the porticos of noble 
mansions Ije broken in the dust, while the 
arcades they supported lean in every sort of 
grotesque malformation, The scene above 
The Admiralty (the only place the govern- 
ment has rebuilt) is particularly striking, for 
here, at one glance, yve can learn something 
of the ravage! uf wan The great military 
hospital is lorn open and spin in every ili- 
reotion; no longer acting as a blessing lor 
those ill distress, it stands a withered and a 

blasted monument to the fierce passions of 
men. In front arc the sarth-works which 
obtained a world-wide reputation— now up- 
rooted heaps of worthless -ml. Standing on 
the still existing fragmenl ol masonry in (he 
Malakofl one sees lo the left. Far over In the 
landscape, a new Greek oburell being built. 
It commemorates the thousands of Russian 
soldiers who lie interred around. More to 
the front stands the obelisk winch marks 
...a fight of Inkermann, not undisturbed by 

the rude hand of destruction, To the right 
is lire interminable network of trenches, 

where the littl" signpost lolls us so many 

French soldiers sleep. Then stations loi 

attack now form their tombs. Fm up on 
the right is Calhoun's Hill, on the bleak lop 
uf winch lm some of the bravest and noblest 
of our hind. Around their lowly resting- 
place the wall, which had fallen into decay, 
has been lately repaired by Colonel Gowen, 
but as the stones are put logothor without 
mortar, they may at any lime fall again.

Imprisonment lor Debt 

We have time nnd again alluded to the 
barbarous law on our statute book which 
consigns an honest debtor hopelessly to 
prison, there to pine away in a loathsome 
room, breathing a fetid atmosphere— a pen- 
sioner on the public purse— without such 
generous food as the humblest enjoy, and, 
in fact, to rot in jail till friends either satisfy 
the debt, or the hard-hearted creditor re- 
lents. The law for imprisonment for debt 
is one oi the last remnants of a barbarous 
ago, when trade and enterprise were the ex- 
ception, and not ihe rule. In the enlighten- 
ed, philanthropic enterprising and commer- 
cial age in which wo exist, all liberal nations 
have modified or repealed their laws on the 
lubject, and confined imprisonment to the 
fraudulent, nnd not to the honest debtor. 
Where nations, or states, or provinces have 
not repealed their laws for imprisonment for 
debt, they have, by insolvent laws, afforded 
the debtor an opportunity to obtain his lib- 
erty by appealing to some insolvent court, 
or justice having jurisdiction under the stat- 
ute. In this Colony we have no insolvent 
law, no bankrupt law; but imprisonment 
for debt is enforced with all the hard-hentt- 
ed rigor ot the most barbarous age. Up to 
a late dato debtors wcro incarcerated with 
criminals of the deepest dye. They were 
lodged in cells in which they could scarcely 
turn round, without light, fuel, or ordinary 
comforts. Through public opinion express- 
ed through the press and indorsed by sev- 
eral Grand Juries, such degradation has 
been partially abated, and a debtor's room 
fitted up, which, though a palace in com- 
parison wilh the debtors' quarters formerly, 
yet it is but a vile substitute for the borne 
of an honest man. 

We have said that we have no insolvent 
law, no bankrupt law. A decision of the 
Suprtme Court in the case of Jones said 
we had ; but it turns out that the decision is 
wrong. A man, an American, is now lying 
in jail, and has been incarcerated there lor 
ten weeks. Ho has offered to give up all 
his property ; assign for the benefit ol the 
creditors who imprison him ; and vet lie is 
told there is no insolvent or bankrupt court 
to release him. No fraud is alleged; but 
his creditors will not a c pt the assignment 
and release him withou payment ot the 
debt. What kind uf a community have we 
here? Aro we barbarians? Have we no 
human feeling .' Shall we hopelessly con- 
sign every debtor to a vilo jail for the lerm 
of his natural life, because he is unable lo 
pay his debts '! The felon is sent to prison 
for a fixed period for warring against [ho 
laws which society has imposed for sell- 
preservation. He can look forward to its 
expiration to breathe the free air of liberty; 
or he may by discreet conduct in the in- 
terim secure for himself a free and uncon- 
ditional pardon. The debtor, however, 
under our law is treated worso than the vilest 
felon. There is no hope of pardon for good 
behavior ; no hope of release at the expira- 
tion of a month or a year ; none till ho is 
released by Death himself. If the creditor | 
is vindictive, or will not relent, the debtor 
must rot in prison ; his doom is worse than 
that of a felon. From every consideration 
of humanity, Christianity, or civilization, we 
are called upon to blot out such a barbarous 
law from our statute hook. 

Shall we put the Colony to the expense 
of providing even poor lodgings and coarse 
food for debtors for days and months, and it 
may be years, when a law repealing im- 
prisonment for debt, or an insolvent law, 
may be enacted, which wool 1 liberate the 
debtor, and save the country the expense i 
Why should the mass of the people incur 
taxes, to appease the inhumanity ot heart- 
less creditors ? Would it not be better lo 
liberate, or allow the debtor his liborty to 
earn wherewith to pay his lob Is, and add 

by his industry to the wealth of the Slot", 
than to lock him up in a mephitio atmos- 
phere, lo pine away without the comforts ol 
home or IHe consolation of friends, yet an 
always increasing expense to the iSlalo .' 
No argument can be made to 0XCU86 im- 
prisonment for (simple del, I. The must « • n - 

terpiiilng citizen may be unfortunate In 

business; yet hern, where wo want isucii 
stirring mou to give lite and vigor lo irudu 
and industry, we loll 'hem that we will 
Uoat them as lebels are treated. Be suc- 
cessful, and we will welcome you and orOWIl 

you with lameli, Ho unauooeeiful, and 
you must either escape I rum the country, 
or hit doomed lo a dungeon. Out upon 
such barbtiious laws ; mid upon a govern- 
ment that nock such evils hut make, no 

oiioii to remova them. 



Incorporation.— Every day things occur 
showing the necessity for the incorporation 
of the town. On Government street new 
buildings arc being erected beyond the line 
fixed upon by the first survey-'. Thus, be- 
tween Fort and Yates streets we have half 
a do/.en indentations, instead of a straight 
line. Then the Old magazine stands in the 
middle of Bastion street, and it itself is in a 
wretched condition. Yet there is no authori- 
ty to improve il. Besides, two and three- 
story wooden houses of the most inflamma- 
ble nature are going up in tli3 centre of the 
town. One fine building of this character 
is now being constructed on Langley street. 
Had we a Town Council, an ordinance 
might be passed limiting all wooden houses 
to one story within certain boundaries in the 
centre of the town. As it is, such buildings 
only add to the danger of conflagration. 
When are we to be incorporated ! After 
we are burnt Up? or when the street sides 
aro as crooked as rams' horns ? 
Ho ! for Cariboo and Rock Creek. 
The people of Oregon are astir. The 
bone and sinew, the pack-trains and the 
produce of that State have started for the 
British Columbia mines. The newspapers 
are filled with accounts of the richness and 
extent of the placers of Cariboo and Rock 
Creek. The surplus population has hailed 
the first fine day in February as the harbin- 
ger of an early spring, and shouldering their 
blankets ami utensils, are oil for the new El 
Doradoes of our sister Culony. The indica- 
tions aro that the immigration from Oregon 
this year will be large— much lamer than 
that of last year. The Portland Times, in 
an article headed "Are the Northern mines 
a humbug !" mentions the following pack- 
trains that have .started, or are about start- 
ing, for British Columbia from the Dalles: 

Smith & Hewitt's train, 27 mules, freight- 
ed for Cariboo by Trice & Miller; Mr. Par- 
ker's train of 40 mules, freighted by Loebe 
& Co., for llock Creek; Cyrus Smith's train 
of '2-3 mules, freighted for Hock Creek ; 
jpalmor & Jacob's train of 25 animals, 
freighted by themselves tor llock Creek. 
The following trains are now about lo start: 
Woodward & Co, -10 mules, bound for Rock 
Creek; Woodbury cc Co.'s nam, -JO animals, 
about ready, bound for Rock Creek; Lowry 
& Petersoi'a train, 30 animals, freighted by 
Capt. Aukeny, and bound for Fraser River. 
There are al.-o six trams now getting ready 
for the Cariboo ir ines, who will soon depart 
from the Dalles. There are now 1500 bead 
of beeves on the road from the Dalles to the 
Northern mines. C K.Dawson is here with 
Sb'000 from the mines, buying cattle and 
mules for the upper mining country. There 
are ISO yoke oi cattle on the way from tins 
valley bound for Ihe northern mines, 'Mr. 
Thomas has "JOO head ol beeves or 1. • road 
for these mines; Murphy & Allen have 
Started from Ihe Cliokltat valley wilh 300 
head of beeves for the mines; Mr. Nott has 
ISO bead of beeves on the Vakima, and iinO 
head in this valley, destined for the northern 
mines; John Todd & Grover have 300 head 
id beeves in Yamhill county, destined for 
the northern mine.; Harry Love is now mi 
the way with lot) head of beeves for the 
I Nez Perces mines.

Arrival of tho Otter. 

The steamer Otter, Capt. Mouat, arrived 
at 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon from Fraser 
river. She brought about 20 passengers 
and S10,000 in gold dust. 

Tho news is meagre. The report of the 
inablity of the Fort Yale to reach Yale was 
unfounded, she steamed up in good style. 
The Maria was not agiound at Murderer's 
Bar, uu before stated. 

The river steamers, carrying full freights, 
left New Westminster for the different 
towns on Thursday. Largo numbers of 
miners continue to pass up the river both 
•by steamers and small boats. 

Alining operations on the lower Fraser 
have recommenced with a fair show of suc- 
cess. 

A man named Kane stole a trunk belong- 
ing to a lady, on the last trip up. He was 
■arrested and sent to the chain-gang for six 
•months. 

The Governor was at New Westminster 
yesterday morning'. 

Passengers are now carried from Douglas 
to Cayoosh for three dollars each. 

Governor Douglas has donated 45 acres 
of land to the people of New Westminster 
as a park, race-course, etc. 

The following items are from the British 
Columbian of the 28th inst : 

At Douglas snow fol. inches deepen 
Saturday last. The river is lower than it has 
been before this winter, and the steamers 
havo a great deal of trouble in consequence 
in getting up. Several trains have left Cay- 
oosh for Alexander and Quesnelle, laden 
with general merchandise, anil fears are en- 
tertained that many animals have perished. 
Several whisky-sellers have been arrested 
during the past week, in the vicinity of 
•Sumas, Chilliwack, and Harrison river. 
This is as it should be. and steps should 
have been taken long befora this to bring 
to justice the unprincipled white men who 
.have been dealing in spirits with the In- 
dians on this river for two years past, en- 
dangering the lives of travellers. The 
winds on Harrison lake have been very 
sovere during the past week, rendering the 
lake almost. impassable. 

The Nicolaus river, which empties into 
the Thompson -10 miles from its confluence 
with tho Fraser, is reported to be navigable 
for steamers a distance of 200 miles from its 
mouth, thus making steam navigation to 
within some 40 miles of the Forks of Ques- 
nelle. This information, if correct, is very 
important, as it w ill shorten the distance to 
the Cariboo country, and reduce the land 
carriage to a few miles. 

There are in this oily -10 children, one 
moiety of which are over, and the other un- 
der five years of age. Thirty-one white, 
eight mulatto and one colored. 

The schooner H. C. Page is now dis- 
charging a cargo o( Ofieks and lime lor Har- 
ris & Co.'s fireproof warehouse. 

Tut San Juan Harbor Gold Mines. — 
A party arrived from these new mines day 
before yesterday, and left again yesterday 
with provisions, for their claims. They re- 
port that they have succeeded in finding 
dirt thai prospects twenty cents to the pan, 
and that the diggings, so far as their re- 
searches extend, are extensive. The gold 
is found on the bars of the San Juan creek, 
which makes into the harbor of thai name, 
about ten miles this side of Capo Flattery. 
We have on various occasions during last 
winter published vague accounts, that had 
reached us from these now diggings, but 
confess that we have nut heretofore placed 
macli faith in them, as the authority was 
Indian. Now, however, as the report conies 
to us from reliable wiiite men, we have 
every reason to believe them coirect. The 
miners at present on the creek are all Ctif- 
nishmen. _____ 

Thk "Emiut Harris."— -his nev pro- 
peller took her departure at 12 o'clock yes- 
terday for Nanaimo. She took six passen- 
gers and ten Ions of freight. Quito a 
number of persons gathered to witness her 
departure — considerable interest having 
been excited among our people from the 
fact that the engines as well as the hull 
wero constructed hero. She made poor time 
in leaving the harbor ; but as the machinery 
is new, and consequently stiff, it would be 
unfair to pronounce her a failure at present. 
Wo havo no doubt that with slight improve- 
ment! she will rank in point of speed with 
any olher propeller in these waters. The 
Kmily Harris will bring a full cargo of coal 
on her return trip, which will be f.bout 

Tuesday next.

Letter from Fort Hope. 
Four Hope, Febmary 23, 1861. 
Editor Bbitish Colonist.— Since I left 
Victoria I have been sojourning at Fort 
Hope, with the exception of an excursion to 
Similkameen, in company with a coupln 
of gentlemen, one of whom undertook to 
" navigate" a Tobogan or sledge over the 
Cascade mountains. Being fond of excite- 
ment and always on the alert for something 
new, I embarked in tho somewhat novel 
and laborious undertaking of dragging tho 
aforesaid :< machine" over the snow-clad 
peaks of trie Cascades .freighted with three 
hundred pounds of provisions. I harnessed 
myself to the load with ropes and sundry 
other fixtures ami hauled and pulled liko a 
Trojan, occasionally stopping to get mr 
wind, fir one enliie (Jay— making a distance 
of 1". miles, when wo abandoned the " ma- 
chine" on account of a heavy snow-storm, 
which lasted for three days and nights in 
that uninviting region of mow. On the 
fourth day, finding it impossible to proceed 
farther with the sledge, we concluded to 
return to 'Fort Hope, where we arrived on 
the 2Ut inst., after an absence of eight days, 
making a distance of only .'lii miles from 
Hope. 

In regard to keeping the tra't open tor 
animals during tho winter months, it can- 
not be done for less than 510,000, nnd it is 
doubtful whether it can he done a! any 
nrica The liooi 1 folk of Fort Hope will 
have to bide .their time. and wait patiently 
for the glowing rays of Old Sid to remove 
the snow— that groat barrier to their .pros- 
perity. However, tho people at this place 
manifest a disposition to do all in their 
power to open the trail. They held, not 
long since, a couple of meetings to devise 
w.ivs and means for that purpose, and I am 
glad to say, for the credit and enterprise of 
the business men of Fort Hope, contributed 
liberally— raising about $500 oi $600 lor tho 
object. The (iovcrnor had, prior to their 
meetings, appropriated $500, and the peo- 
ple have petitioned him for further mlief. 
The disbursement of the funds was placed 
in tho hands of a committee consisting of 
Messrs. McDonald, Chisholm, Holohins, 
Landyoigt, and Justice O'Reilly. What 
Ciey will oventualljr do, deponent sayelb 
not. 

There has been since 1 fust pasted over 
the trail In the oarlj part of the winter, 
about lOOporsons over it, including Indians, 
who have done tntieh towards keeping it 
open for footmen. The trail is now pass- 
able for foot travel, nml will bo kept open 
until animals can pass over it, which will 
bo some lime in June— not sooner. A train 
ol Indiana Matted over packed with from 50 
pounds to 100 pounds of provisions each, tor 
the rsliel ni their red skinned brethren, 
whom they ropres^iul n« being Hi u starving 
condition. Sorneof these have already re- 
turned lor fuituor supplies. H. F. &
